ED,  is  already  off  the  pres.ses  for 
state-wide  distribution.  The  motion 
picture  tilm,  ASSIGNMENT  FOR 
TOMORROW,  has  been  revised 
and  brought  up  to  date.  Prints  are 
available  for  showings  in  all  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  State.  A  citizens  com¬ 
mittee  is  being  organized  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Walter  G. 
Speer  of  Montclair.  Assembly¬ 
woman  Grace  M.  Freeman,  sponsor 
of  the  bond  issue  proposal,  is  co- 
chairman. 

An  action  group  in  each  com¬ 
munity  of  the  State  is  the  aim  of 
the  central  committee  for  the  bond 
issue,  under  the  leadership  of 
President  Eugene  G.  Wilkins  of 
Newark  STC.  The  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  the  head  of  the  local 
teachers  association,  and  the  head 
of  the  local  PTA  group  have  been 
asked  to  be  the  nucleus  of  such 
local  committees.  They  will  work 
on  local  publicity  projects,  and  will 
have  a  special  task  in  getting  out 
the  local  vote  for  the  bond  i^ue  on 
November  6, 

Numerous  publicity  releases  call¬ 
ing  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
.state  teachers  colleges  are  being 
prepared  and  will  be  sent  to  news¬ 
papers  throughout  the  State.  Art 
and  advertising  displays  are  being 
created:  and  a  speakers’  bureau 
has  been  set  up  under  Howard  Fox 
of  Montclair  STC.  to  whom  re¬ 
quests  for  local  speakers  can  be 
sent. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
demonstrate,  by  the  November  6 
vote,  that  the  people  of  New  Jer¬ 
sey  are  wholeheartedly  behind 
their  schools  and  willing,  given  an 
opportunity,  to  vote  money  for 
their  support. 


Local  teacher  organizations 
are  expected  to  be  “front  line 
troops’’  in  the  campaign  for 
the  $15,000,000  State  teach¬ 
ers  college  bond  issue  which 
comes  before  the  voters  of 
the  State  at  the  General  Elec¬ 
tion,  November  6.  The  cam¬ 
paign  is  already  under  way, 
with  the  NJEA  office  acting 
as  a  campaign  headquarters. 
Every  possible  device  to  inform 
the  voters  about  the  bond  issue 
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NJEA  Sets  December  1 
For  Headquarters  Move 


The  Association  has  tenta¬ 
tively  set  December  1  as  the 
date  for  moving  into  its  new 
headquarters  building.  By 
that  time,  it  is  expected  that 
the  building  will  be  vacated 
and  the  limited  amount  of 
necessary  redecoration  and 
structural  changes  will  have 
been  made. 

Much  has  already  been  accom¬ 
plished  since  the  Delegate  Assem¬ 
bly  in  May  approved  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Headquarters 
Furnishing  Committee.  A  7-car 
parking  lot  has  been  made  at  the 
rear  of  the  property  by  moving  a 
fence  and  resurfacing  the  ground. 
Cables  for  the  necessary  telephone 

end  ligpHting  iiMiuroo  aro  inciallod. 

Other  changes,  however,  have 
had  to  await  the  vacating  of  the 
property  by  its  former  owner,  Mrs. 
Mary  G.  Roebling.  As  soon  as  the 
NJEA  takes  formal  possession, 
workmen  will  move  in  for  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  lighting  fixtures,  some 
repainting,  and  a  few  structural 
changes. 

Complete  specifications  have  been 
drawn  for  the  additional  furniture 
which  will  be  needed  in  the  new 
Headquarters.  Bids  on  these  have 
been  invited,  and  contracts  will  be 
let  very  soon.  The  aim  of  the 
furnishing  committee  under  Mrs. 
Pauline  Peterson  has  been  to  pro¬ 
vide  new  furniture  in  the  first  floor 
offices.  Present  NJEA  furniture 
and  equipment  has  been  reflnished 
over  the  summer  and  is  ready  for 
installation  on  the  upper  floor 
offices. 

Further  evidence  that  the  NJEA 
made  a  sound  conservative  move 
in  the  purchase  of  its  new  head¬ 
quarters  comes  with  the  recent 
action  of  the  Virginia  Education 
Association.  The  VEA  last  April 
bought  a  remodeled  pre-Civil  War 
house  in  Richmond  at  a  cost  of 
$200,000 — double  what  NJEA  is 
paying  for  its  new  professional 
home.

13  New  Laws 
On  Education 
Take  Effect 


E.ssex  County  teachers  made  a 
substantial  contribution  toward  the 
furnishing  of  NJEA’s  new  profes¬ 
sional  home.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Mc- 
Whood  Chester,  president  of  the 
Essex  County  Education  Associa¬ 
tion,  this  summer  presented  Mrs. 
Florence  H.  Price,  NJEA  President, 
with  a  check  for  $500.  Both  Mrs. 
Chester  and  Mrs.  Price  are  Newark 
teachers. 


Other  contributions  continue  to 
roll  in.  Recent  ones  include  $35 
from  the  Belleville  Teachers  Asso¬ 
ciation;  $25  from  the  Delaware 
Township  Teachers  Association;  $20 
from  the  Highland  Park  Teachers 
Association;  $10  from  the  Westville 
Teachers  Association  and  $1.50 
from  the  Marshall  School,  South 
Orange-Ma  plewood. 


The  $2500  minimum  salary 
for  teachers,  an  $800  mini¬ 
mum  pension  for  teachers 
now  retired,  the  $15,000,000 
bond  issue  proposal  for  State 
teachers  colleges,  and  ten 
other  NJEA  legislative  pro¬ 
posals  of  1951  are  now  law. 
The  Governor  signed  13  of  the 
measures  which  passed  the 
Legislature  last  Spring  with 
NJEA  support.  His  only  veto 
was  on  a  bill  which  would 
have  increased  the  inheri¬ 
tance  tax  to  finance  the  bond 
issue;  final  decision  was  to 
make  the  bond  payments  a 
charge  against  the  present 
inheritance  tax. 

Most  NJEA  measures  were  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Governor  without 
change.  "Three  however,  were  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Legislature  in  late 
June  with  suggested  changes.  In 
every  case  the  Legislature  accepted 
the  Governor’s  recommendations, 
and  the  bill  became  law.  The  only 
important  change  was  in  the  meth¬ 
od  of  financing  the  bond  i.ssue. 

A  complete  list  of  NJEA  sup¬ 
ported  bilis  which  reached  a  legis¬ 
lative  vote,  with  a  complete  voting 
record  on  tho.se  biiis  appears  on 
Page  3  of  this  Review. 

Among  the  significant  new  laws 
are  those  permitting  a  cost  of  liv¬ 
ing  bonus  for  teachers;  permitting 
Boards  to  pay  teachers  twice  a 
month;  correcting  a  pension  in¬ 
justice  for  a  few  teachers  who 
suffered  a  double-penalty  for  years 
out  of  the  Fund;  providing  for 
annual  audits  of  school  district 
finances  and  annual  reports  of 
financial  statistics  of  school  dis¬ 
tricts;

MILLER  CHOSEN  ESTABLISH  NEW 
AS  NEA  HEAD  PENSION  BUREAU

the  NJEA’s  Annual  Award  for  Dis¬ 
tinguished  Service  to  Education 
|will  be  presented. 


The  National  Education  Associ¬ 
ation  is  mobilizing  to  meet  unwar¬ 
ranted  attacks  on  the  public 
schools  and  to  support  federal  aid 
for  education.  At  the  annual  con¬ 
vention  in  San  Francisco  last  sum¬ 
mer,  it  recommended  that  each 
community  establish  a  representa¬ 
tive  committee  of  citizens  and 
educators  to  pass  upon  complaints. 

New  Jersey  was  represented  at 
the  convention  by  a  group  of  36 
delegates  headed  by  Mrs.  Florence 
H.  Price,  NJEA  President.  Ida  L. 
Francis  served  as  Secretary.  As  a 
result  of  elections  at  the  west  coast 
city,  Arthur  E.  Ward  of  Montclair 
was  made  divisional  president  of 
the  Eastern  Division  of  the  Mu.sic 
Educators  National  Conference, 
and  NJEA  Executive  Secretary 
Frederick  L.  Hipp  was  reelected  as 
President  of  the  National  School 
Public  Relations  Association. 

New  Jer.sey  extended  a  pressing 
invitation  to  the  NEA  to  hold  its 
1954  convention  in  Atlantic  City. 
The  1952  convention  is  already 
scheduled  for  Detroit,  with  Miami 
favored  for  1953. 

,T.  Cloyd  Milier  of  New  Mexico 
was  elected  to  the  Presidency  of 
the  NEA  for  the  coming  year. 

Prior  to  the  NEA  Convention, 
Robert  H.  Morrison,  Ruth  Wc 
Pearson.  Freda  Scribner,  and  May 
C.  Smith  represented  New  Jersey 
at  the  Palo  Alto  Conference  on 
Teacher  Education  and  Profession¬ 
al  Standards. 


Despite  requests  for  delay  from 
the  NJEA  and  from  tru.stees  of 
several  of  the  pension  funds  af¬ 
fected,  State  Treasurer  Walter  T. 
Margetts,  Jr.  in  June  created  the 
Bureau  of  Public  Employees’  Pen¬ 
sions  in  the  Division  of  Budget  and 
Accounting.  The  new  bureau  con- 
-solidates  many  of  the  administra¬ 
tive  functions  of  the  Teachers’,  the 
State  Employees,  the  Police  and 
Firemen’s,  and  the  Prison  Officers’ 
Pension  Funds. 

John  A.  Wood,  III,  secretary  of 
the  TP&AF,  was  named  as  super¬ 
visor  of  the  new  bureau  and 
George  M.  Borden,  deputy  super¬ 
visor.  Mr.  Wood  carries  on  his  new 
duties  along  with  his  regular  activ¬ 
ities. 

The  State  Trea.surer  created  the 
new  bureau  following  the  moving 
of  all  the  funds  to  new  offices  in 
the  State  House  Annex.  It  is  de¬ 
signed  to  promote  greater  mechan¬ 
ization  and  to  eliminate  any  dupli¬ 
cation  of  machinery  or  activities. 

The  NJEA  appeared  before  the 
Treasurer  and  asked  that  the 
action  be  given  further  study.  It 
made  clear  that  it  favored  all 
reasonable  economies  in  State  Gov¬ 
ernment.  but  that  it  was  greatly 
concerned  lest  the  Teachers’  Fund 
gradually  lo.se  its  identity  as  a 
separate  fund,  and  at  the  ioss  of 
power  and  authority  by  TP&AF 
Trustees,  on  which  the  teachers,  as 
major  contributors  to  the  Fund, 
are  represented. 


COUNTY  GROUPS 
PLAN  MEETING 


A  County  Association  Progress 
Conference  will  be  held  under 
NJEA  auspices  on  Saturday,  Octo¬ 
ber  20.  It  will  be  an  all-day  session 
in  Trenton.  Plans  are  being  made 
by  a  committee  representing  sev¬ 
eral  county  groups  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Donald  M.  Young 
of  Ashury  Park. 

Each  county  association  is  being 
invited  to  send  two  representa¬ 
tives.  the  President  and  one  other 
to  be  selected  by  the  county.  NJEA 
officers  and  staff  have  been  asked 
to  be  present  together  with  special 
repre.sentatives  on  NJEA  elections 
and  NEA  and  NJEA  enrollment. 

An^ong  topics  on  which  the  con¬ 
ference  will  hear  reports  are 
county  constitutions,  cooperation 
with  local  associations  and  lay 
groups,  cooperation  with  the  NEA 
and  NJEA,  and  county  financing.

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The  Bond  Issue- Every  Teacher's  Job 

The  big  task  of  NJEA,  of  every  teacher  organization, 
and  of  every  individual  teacher  during  the  next  two  months, 
will  be  the  promotion  of  the  Teachers  College  Bond  Issue. 
This  is  not  only  a  matter  of  real  school  and  teacher  need.  It 
will  also  be  read  as  a  major  state-wide  test  of  the  willingness 
of  the  people  to  vote  YES  on  an  important  education  issue 
submitted  to  referendum. 

The  needs  of  our  teacher  colleges  for  better  facilities  are 
well  known.  The  only  major  appropriation  in  20  years  has 
been  the  $1,000,000  for  starting  the  new  Paterson  STC 
campus.  In  those  twenty  years  we  have  virtually  doubled 
the  number  of  teachers  in  training  and  doubled,  at  the  same 
time,  the  training  time  required.  We  are  now  trying  to  train 
nearly  twice  as  many  teachers  twice  as  long — with  virtually 
the  same  facilities.  At  the  same  time  our  teacher  needs  are 
increasing  every  year,  as  enrollments  continue  to  rise. 

Over  the  same  20  years  New  Jersey  as  a  State  has  shown 
a  notable  reluctance  to  accept  its  State  responsibility  for 
school  support.  Our  State  government  has  made  only  a  few 
timid  steps  toward  real  State  school  aid  and  a  real  broadening 
of  the  tax  base  for  education.  The  true  attitude  of  the  people 
has  been  shown  by  the  way  community  after  community  has 
voted  increased  school  budgets  and  higher  local  tax  rates. 
The  bond  issue  vote,  however,  offers  the  people  a  chance  to 
demonstrate — clearly  and  unmistakeably — that  they  want  the 
State  to  guarantee  good  teachers  in  good  schools.  An  over¬ 
whelming  public  vote  in  support  of  the  bond  issue  would  have 
great  effect  on  other  legislation  affecting  directly  every 
teacher  and  every  school  in  our  State. 

Overwhelming  majorities,  however,  don’t  just  happen. 
Unless,  in  every  county,  in  every  community,  in  every  voting 
district,  somebody  does  real  work,  these  things  will  happen: 

1.  People  who  don't  know  the  facts*  w'ill  vote  apainsit  a  hond 
isssue  on  “general  principles*". 

2.  Friends  of  the  hond  issue  will  “forget"  to  go  to  the  polls 
on  November  6. 

3.  Voters,  well-intentioned,  will  neglect  to  mark  their  ballots 
on  the  special  question  of  the  hond  issue. 

These  dangers  can  only  be  met  by  careful  local  organi¬ 
zation.  Every  teacher,  therefore,  must  accept  these  local  and 
personal  responsibilities  in  the  two  months  ahead: 

1.  To  be  personally  registered,  and  to  vote  for  the  bond 
issue  on  November  6.  September  27  is  the  final 
registration  day. 

2.  To  make  personal  contacts  to  see  that  his  friends 
and  relatives  know  about  the  bond  issue,  arc  regis¬ 
tered,  and  cast  their  votes. 

3.  To  take  part,  through  his  local  teachers  association 
or  some  special  local  committee,  in  publicizing  the 
issue  through  the  community’  and  in  organizing  the 
whole  communitj’  vote — telephone  calls,  checking 
voter  lists,  providing  transportation  and  baby-sitters 
— on  election  day. 

Such  activity  will  pay  off — not  only  in  improved  teacher¬ 
training  facilities  in  our  State,  but  in  a  convincing  demonstra¬ 
tion  that  the  people  of  New  Jersey  are  wholeheartedly  behind 
their  schools  and  regard  them  as  a  State  problem.  Ultimately 
this  will  result  in  more  State  money  available  locally,  with 
which  your  board  of  education  csm  meet  its  steadily  rising 
costs — including  your  own  salary.

rights  of  teachers  when  positions 
are  abolished;  and  protecting  Ko¬ 
rean  w’ar  veterans.

Resignation 
May  Not  Break 
Tenure  Right 

The  Commissioner  of  Education 
has  decided  two  legal  cases  affect¬ 
ing  tenure,  in  which  the  teachers 
involved  had  the  support  of  NJEA. 
Both  cases  seem  likely  to  be  ap¬ 
pealed. 

The  Commissioner  held  that 
Dorothy  Mateer  of  Fair  Lawn  is 
under  tenure,  and  the  Board’s  at¬ 
tempt  to  deny  a  maternity  leave 
was  illegal.  Of  special  interest  in 
this  case  is  the  fact  that  Mrs. 
Mateer,  after  gaining  tenure  in 
Fair  Lawn,  had  resigned  in  1945 
and  been  reemployed  several 
months  later.  She  claimed  tenure 
on  the  basis  of  having  been  em¬ 
ployed  for  the  equivalent  of  more 
than  three  academic  years  within 
a  four-year  period.  The  Commis¬ 
sioner  upheld  this  claim.  The 
Commissioner  also  held,  in  this 
case,  that  a  teacher  on  maternity 
leave  is  “employed”  by  the  board, 
and  differentiated  between  em¬ 
ployment  and  service. 

The  Commissioner  ruled  against 
Mrs.  Constance  P.  Nichols  of 
Jersey  City,  whose  position  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  was  abol¬ 
ished  in  1949.  Mrs.  Nichols  main¬ 
tained  that  she  was  under  tenure 
as  Assistant  Superintendent  and 
that  she  should  have  been  placed 
on  a  preferred  eligible  list  for  re¬ 
appointment  to  that  position  when 
a  vacancy  occurred.  The  Commis¬ 
sioner  found  that  the  law  gave 
that  right  only  where  diminution 
of  pupils  is  the  reason  for  reducing 
personnel.  The  law  under  which 
this  ruling  was  made,  however,  was 
changed  as  a  result  of  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  Assembly  Bill  ^2  this 
year. 
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County  Election 
Petition  Rules 

The  complete  rules  governing 
county  elections  for  members  of 
the  NJEA  Executive  Committee, 
Delegate  Assembly,  and  State 
Nominating  Committee  appeared 
in  the  April  Review,  pp.  286-288. 
The  specific  rules  governing  nom¬ 
ination  by  petition  are  as  follows: 
II — B.  Individual  Nominations  by 
Petition 

1.  Individual  nominations  by  pe¬ 
tition  may  be  made  for  nominees 
for  the  State  Nominating  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Executive  Committee 
and  the  Delegate  As.sembly,  during 
the  years  when  election  to  these 
offices  is  required  by  the  Consti¬ 
tution. 

Such  petitions  must  be  signed  by 
not  less  than  five  (5)  per  cent  of 
the  total  active  membership  of  the 
New  Jersey  Education  Association 
in  the  county  with  at  least  five  (5) 
signatures  from  each  of  at  least 
five  (5)  school  districts  in  the 
county,  provided,  however, 

(a)  that  in  any  county,  seventy- 
five  signatures,  with  at  least  five 
signatures  from  each  of  at  least 
five  school  districts  in  the  county 
shall  be  sufficient  on  any  petition, 
and  provided  further, 

(b)  that  where  a  school  district 
has  250  or  more  active  members 
of  the  New  Jersey  Education  Asso¬ 
ciation,  nominations  for  candidates 
for  the  Delegate  Assembly  may  be 
made,  from  any  such  district,  on 
petition  of  not  less  than  (10)  per 
cent  of  the  active  membership  of 
the  New  Jersey  Education  Associ¬ 
ation  in  that  local  school  district. 

2.  All  individual  petitions  for  in¬ 
dependent  nominations  must  be 
made  on  petition-blank  forms  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  State  Elections 
Committee.  Individual  petitions 
must  carry  affirmations  that  each 
nominee  and  each  petitioner  is  an 
active  member  of  the  New  Jersey 
Education  Association.  The  County 
Elections  Committee  is  to  be  the 
judge  of  the  validity  of  petitions. 

Ill — D.  Individual  petitions  for 
nominees  for  the  State  Nominating 
Committee,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  the  Delegate  Assembly 
in  those  counties  where  elections 
to  these  offices  are  to  be  held  in 
accordance  with  constitutional  pro¬ 
visions,  must  be  presented  to  the 
county  member  of  the  State  Elec¬ 
tions  Committee  no  later  than  5:00 
P.  M.  on  September  21,  1961.  Blank 
forms  for  individual  petitions  are 
to  be  secured  on  24  hours  notice 
from  the  county  member  of  the 
State  Elections  Committee.  All 
such  petitions,  if  properly  executed, 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  State  Elections  Com¬ 
mittee,  at  the  New  Jersey  Educa¬ 
tion  Office,  within  24  hours  of  their 
receipt  (by  September  22)  by  the 
county  member  of  the  State  Elec¬ 
tions  Committee.

New  Jersey  has  some  28,000  teachers;  it  wiU  need 
36,000  by  1956. 

Twenty  years  ago  our  normal  schools  enrolled  2700 
students;  today  our  State  Teachers  Colleges  enroll  4,300. 
“Normal”  training  was  two  years;  today  teachers  must 
be  graduates  of  four-year  college  courses.  We  are  train- 
nearly  twice  as  many  teachers  twice  as  long. 

Over  90  per  cent  of  teachers  college  graduates  teach 
after  graduation. 

Twenty  years  ago  the  Legislature  voted  money  for 
expanding  teacher-training  facilities.  A  major  part  of 
that  appropriation  was  rescinded  in  the  depression.  In 
those  twenty  years  the  only  major  expansion  has  been  the 
purchase  of  a  new  campus  for  Paterson  STC,  and  one 
building  for  that  new  campus.

NJEA's  New  Discussion  Guide 

Deals  With  Art  And  Community 


The  role  of  art  in  the  community 
is  the  theme  of  the  NJEA’s  26th 
Community  Discussion  Outline. 
The  outline  was  prepared  by  Mrs. 
Rosamond  H.  Hopper,  chairman  of 
the  Art  Department  of  Arts  High 
School  in  Newark.  It  is  designed 
to  promote  community  appreci¬ 
ation  of  art,  not  only  as  a  school 
subject  but  as  a  part  of  daily 
living. 

Dr.  Irwin  Edman,  head  of  the 
department  of  philosophy  of  Co¬ 
lumbia,  says  in  a  lorewora,  "Mrs. 
Hopper  has  managed  to  make  clear 
the  fusion  of  beauty  and  use  in 
the  arts.  .  .  .  Art  taught  in  this 
fashion  is  at  the  same  time  a  social 
science  and  a  moral  philosophy. 
This  outline,  carefully  used,  will  do 
much  to  correct  the  impression 
that  the  teaching  of  art  is  a  frill 
in  the  curriculum.” 


’The  outline  proper  presents  in¬ 
teresting  ideas  and  valuable  data 
on  the  relationship  of  art  to  the 
objectives  of  education,  our  person¬ 
al  uses  of  art,  art  in  human  rela¬ 
tions,  civic  effectiveness,  and  the 
economic  value  of  art.  It  contains 
an  excellent  reading  list  compiled 
by  the  Newark  Public  Library, 
and  numerous  questions  designed 
to  stimulate  thinking  about  the 
place  of  art  in  our  lives. 

Mrs.  Hopper,  wiiu  piepuieu  me 
outline,  is  not  only  one  of  the 
better  known  art  teachers  of  the 
State;  she  has  been  active  for 
many  years  in  the  community  dis¬ 
cussion  movement,  and  has  or¬ 
ganized  community  discussions  din¬ 
ners  in  Newark  which  are  dis¬ 
tinguished  annual  features  of  New¬ 
ark’s  intellectual  life.

Ask  Observance 

Of  Poetry  Day 

New  Jersey  schools  and  teachers 
are  being  urged  to  observe  Mon¬ 
day,  October  15  as  Poetry  Day. 
Last  year  New  Jersey’s  first  ob¬ 
servance  of  the  occasion  was  stim¬ 
ulated  by  an  official  encourage¬ 
ment  of  Governor  Alfred  E.  Dris¬ 
coll.  New  Jersey  officers  of  the 
National  Poetry  Day  Committee 
are  Mrs.  Florence  A.  Dietz  and 
Mrs.  May  Connors. 

Among  suggested  techniques  for 
teaching  poetry  appreciation  and 
for  the  special  observances  of 
October  15,  the  committee  pro¬ 
poses  the  use  of  shadow  plays, 
puppet  shows,  choric  speech,  slides, 
poetry  recordings,  original  paint¬ 
ing  and  illustrations,  and  of  course 
the  writing  of  original  verse.

It  suggests  simple,  practical  pro¬ 
cedures  by  which  each  teacher  can 
build  better  public  relations  for  I 
himself,  his  community,  and  hisj 
profession. 

As  usual  with  written  material  | 
in  which  Dr.  Robinson  has  had  a  I 
hand,  the  handbook  is  consistently) 
readable  and  interesting.
